ridge, where they were encountered by thirty 
rebels at a range not greater than 200 yards.

The rurales deployed in the skirmish line 
far to the right in an apparent endeavor to 
flank the retreating rebels. 
Those of Blanco’s men who had not been 
engaged in the battle climbed to higher 
ground at the base of the foothills and the 
fighting force galloped back to join them. 
During the engagement at least 6,000 Amer- 
feans lined the border. Capt. Johnson re- 
ceived a courier’s message from the Mexican 
consulate to the effect that south of Agua 
Prieta there was a force of 250 insurrectos, 
which it was expected would charge the town 
from the south. 
Capt. Johnson immediately ordered 3 
warning to be given to the Americans, but 
few of them heeded the advice. showing 
eagerness to rush to the battlefield as soon 
as the firing had ended. ä 


‘Army Has No Stretchers. 

Two automobiles crossed the line at the 
customs house and drove forward to the bat- 
tlefield. 

Wounded soldiers and officers were lying 
„ on the ground and the Mexican army had 
no stretchers. One soldier lay dead and with 
the permission of the Mexican officers the 
_ body was taken to Agua Prieta in an auto- 


mobile. 

Other Americans in automobiles hed some 
» @ifficulty in securing permission from the 
Mexican officers to. assist other wounded 
from the field, but the ene, finally was 
granted. 

Two American physicians were in waiting 
at Agua Prieta to-care for the injured, as- 
- sisted by Mexican surgeons. Following this 
first effort to care for the wounded on the 
part of the Americans, other automobiles 
were soon on the scene and the field was soon 

clear of dead and wounded. 
In all, eleven dead federals have been 
brought in, and the bodies lie in the bull ring 
tonight. The wounded were placed in the 
barracks at the headquarters of the com- 
missario. 

Insurrectos Cut to Pieces. 

Reports from Mexico City tell of the battle 
at San Bartolito Puebla, where a body of 
220 insurrectos was cut to pleces by state 
Yurales. More than 50 were killed, 11 eerious- 
ly wounded, and 27 captured. Owing to the 
fact that the rurales have adonted the &vo- 
Jutionists’ tactics of ambushing their enemy 
none of their number was killed and ogly a 
few wounded. | 

Col. Guerrero, in command of the rurales. 
upon learning that the cebelg were marching 
to attack the municipslity of Nativitas, sent 
100 of his men to meet them. Fifty others 
were ordered to cut off their retreat. 

The first force selected a favorable posi- 
tion overlooking a ravine through which the 
rebels must pass, and when they were in the 
trap opened fire upon them. The rebels are 
said to have made a stubborn ncht. but ag 
the end of a half hour were demorahzed. 


Fifteen Americans Killed. 

What is believed to be a reliable report of 
the casualties at Casas Grandes says that 
Gfteen Americans were killed and seventeen 
Americans were taken prisoners.

Madero Explains Defeat. 
A letter written by Madero was received

STRIKES A SNAG 


Talesmen Avoid Service in 
Case of Thirty-six Facing 
Viterbo Court. 


President of Tribunal Forced to 
Halt Proceedings Until 
Tuesday. 


VITERBO, Italy, March 12.—The trial of 
Enrico Alfano and the thirty-five other mem- 
bers of the Neapolitan Camorra for murder, 
formal proceedings in which began yester- 
day, is confronted with serious obstacles and 
is likely, if present conditions continue, te 

be considerably delayed. 
A proyisory jury was selected in part yes- 
| terday morning by the president of the court 
in order Officially to begin the case, but diffi- 
culties were at once encountered with the 
talesmen, many of whom either offered pre- 
texts for not serving in the case or betook 
themselves to another district, where the 
authorities have not as yet been able to lay 
bands on them. 
President Bianchi endeavored by threats of 
severe punishment to induce others to fulfil] 
their civic obligations, but in vain. 


Talesmen in Deadly Fear. 
The authorities made strenuous efforts 
today, and will continue in this line tomor- 
row, to obtain men qualified and willing to 
sit in the jury box, but fear of the Camorra 
and threats that have been circulated during 
the last month offer almost insurmountable 
barriers to the selection of the twelve regu- 
lar jurymen and the twelve substitutes to sit 
in judgment on the Camorrists. 
Never before has there been such an eva- 
sion of jury duty. While many of those who 
legally could be summoned have left town. 
it is said others are making ready to go 
abroad to be out of reach of the authorities 
who are prosecuting the case. 


Postponement Is Necessary. 
The president of the court yesterday was 
obliged to halt the trial, which was post- 
poned until Tuesday, but it may be necessary 
still further to suspend proceedings.
